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The special object of this work is to help the 
private worship of those English Church people 
whose spiritual temperament is rather sober 
than ecstatic, and who cannot be quite real in 
the use of the highly-coloured expressions of 
glowing feeling, or of the antiquated phraseology, 
which others find delightful and edifying. 

The materials of a former compilation of 
devotions 'for Church-helpers have been incor- 
porated and re-arranged. The matter which 
related exclusively to Church work will be found 
under separate headings in pp. 183-205. 

The thanks of the compiler are again offered 
to those who have kindly permitted him to make 
use of forms already published in other books 
of devotion. He desires to offer his apologies 
to any authors of copyright Who have inadver- 
tently been overlooked in his wish not to infringe 
their rights, and to make special mention of his

esteem taints it allj then GO to some discreet 
AND LEARNED PRIEST, and make your full 
confession in his presence, that he may superin^ 
tend it and put you right, and finally give you 
the comfort of dbsolution. 

Also, if in any crisis of spiritual difficulty 
you want counsel and guidance — inasmuch as 
the physician of the soul must know his patient s 
disease and constitution, and not merely those 
symptoms which you may think sufficient to give

And we thus make 
memorial of Hiniy and esfiedally of His becom- 
ing man to do the will of the Father y in making 
atonement for our sins, in replacing the selfish 
life of the natural man in us by His own self- 
sacrificing life living in us. 

OLORD God, our Almighty Father, I now 
prepare myself to come to Thee, in the 
Name, and by the command, of Thy blessed 
Son. Help me, by Thy Holy Spirit, to unite 
with all Saints in Thy holy Church to make 
memorial of Thy dear Son, in lowly reverence, 
and in most humble thankfulness for this 
wonderful honour. I desire now to call to 
mind the wonders of the great Act of Incarna- 
tion, to lift up my soul to the glorious privi- 
lege of making memorial thereof, unworthy as 
I am ! 

• » 

This Act of Memorial is the highest act of the 
Churches worship. It has replaced the solemn 
sacrifices of the Old Covenant y and is itself done 
by way of sacrifice. 
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We offer Bread and Wine to God, by the hands 
of the priest y as a sacrifice. And this outward 
sacrifice is a sacrament or sign of an inward 
sacrifice^ viz,, the offering ourselves, our souls 
and bodies, in imitation of the Lord*s Offering of 
Himself This is our reasonable, holy, and 
lively sacrifice. We make resolutions ofjfuture 
service, and offer them, giving ourselves as " a 
spiritual sacrifice, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ" (i Pet. ii. 5). And we offer our past 
service, such as it is, for the praise of God, as 
the ^^ sacrifice of praise which we offer to God 
continually, the fruit of our lips^ (Heb. xiii. 
15), viz., the fulfilment of promises of service 
made in Baptism, Confirmation, and former 
Eucharists, We offer all by the priest as the 
deputy of the unseen High Priest, and therefore 
ultimately and spiritually through Christ Him- 
self, as ^^a sweet savour of Christ unto God*^ (2 
Cor. ii. 1 5) ; in memorial (f His perfect dedication 
of Himself as the second Adam, when He gave 
Himself, from Bethlehem to Gethsemane, **an 
offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet- 
smelling savour^^ (Eph. V. 2). 

OGOD and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, I desire to be a sweet savour of 
Christ unto Thee. I desire to offer myself to 
Thee as a memorial sacrifice of thanksgiving 
for the wonderful and glorious self-devotion of 
the Lord Jesus. I desire herein to exhibit and 
display to Thee His life living in me, by imitating 
what He did, doing like as He did. Look upon 
me, O Lord, as a member incorporate in the 
Mystical Body of Thy Son, and accept me now 
in memorial of Him. Permit me now, in the 
power of His life, to say as He did, " Not my 
will, but Thine be done.*' Oh for the wretched-

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ness of my sacrifice ! Oh that I should be per- 
mitted, invited, commanded, to bring it before 
Thee, as of the same nature as the sacrifice 
of my Lord ! 

We offer ourselves^ not singly y but as members 
of the One Body of Christ, We all contribute to 
a singie gift, given by the united act of the whole 
Church, The Church offers but one sacrifice. 
This is presented by Christ Himself the one per- 
petual High Priest^ as the memorial of His own 
work, 

THANKS be to Thee, O God, for this proof 
and seal of my adoption into Thy Church, 
that Thou dost allow me to bear a part in this 
act of Thy Church, which my Lord hath pur- 
chased with His Blood, which He loveth and 
cherisheth as a man doth his own flesh. Oh, 
may my individual offering be hidden in the 
great oblation of the Catholic Church. 

Secondly y after we have done our party IN 
OFFERING sacrifice, then God graciously performs 
His part, in the consumption of the sacrifice, 
which He has accepted through Christ, 

Outwardly, God gives back, by the hands of 
His priests, to be consumed by the worshippers, 
the Bread and Wine which has been offered to 
Him, He does this as a sacrament, i.e., He 
therein imparts an inward and spiritual gift. 
He invites the members of Christ who have 
joined in offering the memorial of their Head, 
to come up to His Board, to enter into higher 
communion with Him, to share with Him His 
ineffable satisfaction in accepting the Offering of 
the whole Mystical Body, to receive back from 
Him, not only what they have brought, but

infinitely more. He will not separate the sacri- 
fice of the Body from that inestimable Offering 
of the Head of which it is the memorial^ and 
which it represents before Him, He gives back 
Christ Himself to be our joy and our spiritual 
sustenance in this holy Mystery ^ whereby Christ 
dwelleth in us, and we in Him. He renews the 
gift given in our baptism, even the life of Christ 
Himself living in us, the members of His Body. 

OLORD and heavenly Father, what am I, 
to come to Thy holy Table for such a 
Gift as this ? All that I can bring, all that the 
whole Church can bring, is as nothing compared 
with that which Thou dost now offer us. 

Oh, let the sacred Body and Blood of my 
Lord and Saviour so strengthen and refresh His 
life in me, that henceforth the natural man may 
be powerless, that I may live entirely devoted 
to Thee. 

I humbly bow down myself before my Lord 
present with us in Body, Soul, and Spirit, in 
His Divine and Human Nature, one Christ. 
Blessed be He that cometh in the Name of the 
Lord I 

Moreover, the unity of the ChurcHs offering 
to God is maintained in the unity of God's Gift 
to the Church. In giving us to eat of the one 
Bread, and to drink of the one Cup, He recog- 
nises us individually as belonging to the Mys- 
tical Body, He places us in closest communion 
with the whole Church militant and at rest. 

We communicate with one another in recep- 
tion, as we did previously in oblation. 



I 



N brotherly kindness and perfect charity with 
all men, I come to the altar of God, to be 
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in communi6n with the Body of Christ as well 
as with Himself. Away with all irritation and 
anger 1 May I be perfectly reconciled with my 
brethren before I come to offer my gift. May 
this communion be a seal of linal reconcilia- 
tion with all in the Body of Christ. 

And for the whole of this most exalted privi- 
lege of access to the majesty of God— for the 
first part, wherein we present ourselves in con- 
tribution towards the memorial made to the 
Father of His Son — and for the second part, 
wherein God gives us the very Body and Blood 
of Christ our Lord— for all, we must prepare 
ourselves individually by cleansing ourselves 
most diligently from all taint of unrepented and 
unforgiven sin and uncharitableness, which 
would utterly mar our offering, and would 
render us Absolutely unworthy to receive the 
Gift of God, 

OLORD our heavenly Father, I bow down 
myself before Thy throne to acknowledge 
my utter, but not hopeless, unworthiness of this 
double honour. I know that every sacrifice 
must be without blemish. I come to Thee now 
to pray and beseech Thee to cleanse me, to heal 
me, to perfect me to be without blemish of un- 
cleanness and sin. I know that none must come 
to Thy festival except in the wedding garment 
of a conscience cleared and quiet I come to 
Thee now for pardon, and absolution, and peace ; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

I solemnly plead before Thee His Death and 
Passion, His Atonement for the sins of the 
whole world, as my ransom, as my plea for 
appearing before Thee, as the universal sin- 
offering, without which I dare not come with 
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my oflering of thanksgiving. I humbly beseech 
Thee now to accept me for the sake of His 
Atonement, of His Cross and Agony which He 
endured for me. I plead before Thee, O Father, 
His love for me. I implore Thee, for His sake, 
to cast all my sins behind Thy back.

Grant me the bright light of Thy Holy Spirit 
to pierce through all veils and excuses, to drag 
out all that is offensive, to lay it all down before 
the Cross of my Lord. 

I beseech God the Holy Ghost to purify me 
wholly. It seems impossible ; but with God all 
things are possible — even this ! Show forth Thy 
almighty power, O God, and give me purity 
and peace, that I may be worthy to be offered !

Create in me a clean heart, O God, and renew 
a right spirit within me.'
